What  Are  Brownfields? 


Brownfields  are  abandoned  or 
undeaised  industrial  and/or  com- 
mercial properties  that  are  contami- 
nated (or  thought  to  be  contami- 
nated) and  have  an  active  potential 
for  redevelopment. 

The  Office  of  Brownfields  Assistance 
(OBA)  has  six  Brownfields’  repre- 
sentatives with  over  60  years  of 
combined  experience  in  Brownfields 
remediation. 

The  OBA  has  awarded  over  $10 
million  in  grant  funds  to  84 
communities. 

Population  size  of  grant  communities 
ranges  from  523  to  2,896,016  people.
